American School —The lyegis- 
latureof Connecticut has made an 
appropriation of $250,000 for the 
erection of buildings on the new site 
at West Hartford; the old property 
has been sold to a fire insurance com- 
pany. A part of the present' build- 
ings will continue to be used by the 
school until the new buildings are 
completed. 

Arkansas Institutb. — Mr.

education, cooking, industrial arts, 
sewing, academic education of the 
deaf, observation and practice in 
schools for the hearing and schools 
for the deaf, and special subjects re- 
lating to the deaf. The last named 
is a lecture course given by noted 
educators of the deaf and covers a 
wide field of information, such as 
visual education as related to the 
deaf ; causes of deafness ; industrial 
training of the deaf ; the reading 
habit ; aural department ; re-educa- 
tion of deafened soldiers and sailors. 

Nbw York Institution. — The

The state legislature for the 
separation of the schools for the deaf 
and the blind, and steps are now in 
progress for the building of a school 
for the blind in Romney at some 
distance from the present institution.

The following compulsory atten- 
dance law enacted by the legislature 
at its last session promises to increa.se 
the attendance at both schools 
materially. 

Every parent, guardian, or other person 
having control or any mentally normal 
minor over eiRht year* of 4ge, who is 
defective in sight or hearing to the extent 
that he cannot be benefited by instruction 
iu the public schools, shall be required to 
•end sjjch minor to the Wett Virginia 
Schools for the Deaf and Blind at Romney. 
Such minor shall continue to attend said 
schools for a term of at least thirty-six 
weeks each year until he has complete the 
course of instruction prescribed for said 
sctaooU by the State Board of Education, 
or until he has been discharged by th« 
suparintendent of said schools. It is 
provide*!, however, that minors of the 
negro race who come under the require- 
ments of this section shall t>e placed in a 
separate school located at such place or 
places as may be determined by the SUte 
Board of Control. 

Any such deaf or blind minor shall Im 
exempt from attendance at said schools for 
any of the following reaaons : 
, I. Instruction by a private tutor or iu au- 
I other school approved by the State Board of 



Education, for a time equal to that required 
by the first paragraph of this section. 

a. Physical incapacity for school work. 

3. Any other reason deemed good and 
sufficient by the superintendent of said 
schools, with the approval of the State 
Board of Education. 

Any parent, guardian, or other person iu 
charge of such minor or minors who fails 
or refuses to comply with the raqoire- 
ments of this section shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof 
shall be fined not leas than ten dollars 
(/10.00) nor more than thirty dollars] for 
each oiteuse. 

Failure for the period of one week with- 
in the school year to send such minor to 
school shall constitute an o&enae: Provid- 
ed, that the time necessary for such minor 
to travel from his home to Romney shall 
not be counteit as time at>sent from school. 

Any person who induces or attempts 
to induce snch blind or deaf minor to 
absent himself from school, or who em- 
ploys or harlwrs such minor unlawfully 
while said schools are in session, shall 
t)e guilty of a misdemeanor and upon 
conviction thereof shall be fined not leas 
than twenty dollars (|ao.oo) nor mor« 
than fifty dollars (Iso.oo) for each 
offense. 

It shall be the duty of school attendance 
officers, prosecuting attorneys, and any 
special attendance officer appointed by the 
said schools for the deaf and the blind 
to enforce the provisions of this section.

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Thb time is drawing near to tbe 
Thirteenth Convention of the Na- 
tional Asaodation, which is to be 
held in tbe City of Detroit, Michi- 
gan, in the month of Augost, 1920. 
It i« not too early to call the at- 
tention of tbe leading deaf of tbe 
several States of tbe Union to give 
a boost to tbe important matter of 
representation, when tbe gavd falls 
at the opening session in De- 
troit. There should be as big a 
number of delegates as possible from 
each state ; for the general public 
will estimate our worth and influ- 
ence, as well as the importance of 
our deliberations, by the number 
of tbe deaf assembled. 

In the past, at previous conven- 
tions, the attendance has varied from 
five hundred as a minimum to two 
thousand as tbe maximum. There 
should be three thousand deaf men 
and women present at the convention 
to be held in Detroit next year. It 
can be accomplished if in each state 
tbe leading deaf men and women 
coDstitnte themselves into a commit- 
tee to influence and secure full State 
representation. 

There have been twelve Nation- 
al Conventions since the founding of 
the national organization, including 
tbe first gathering in Cincinnati, 
Ohio, in the year r88o. 

Tbe second convention was held 
in New York City, in 1883, at 
which it was decided to erect a 
tUtue on the grounds of Gallaudet 
College, to Thoma.1 Hopkins Gal- 
laudet. 

The third in Washington, D. C.,j 
when the National AMOciation bad 
completed the project of erecting a 
bronze memorial statue, which was 
unveiled with elaborate ceremony. 
It cost $13,000, wbich was raised 
through the work of members of 
the National AMOciation of the 
Deaf. 

Tbe fotnlfa convention was held 
in 1893, in Chicago, at the time 
of tbe World's Fair in honor of the 
Pour hundredth Anniversary of the 
Discovery of America by Columbus. 
The fifth took place In Phila- 
delphia, In 1896. 

The sixth assembled at St. Paul, 
Minnesota, in 1899. 

The terentb occurred at St. I<ouis, 

Hiaaoori, in 1904, at tbe time of 

tbe I/niisiana Purchase Exposition. 

Norfolk, Virginia, was the seat of 

tbe eighth convention, in 1907. 

In 1910, tbe ninth convention 
was held In the Colorado Institution 
at Colorado Springs. 

Tbe 1 1 lb f special) convention 
w^ at San Prancisco, In 1915, dur- 
ing tbe Panama- Pacific Bxposition. 
Tbe twelfib convention brotight 
two thousand of tbe deaf to Hartford, 
Ct, in 1917, as it was held in com- 
mcnaoration of the centennial ye»r of 
tbe American School for tbe Deaf at 
Hartford. 

Tbe National AaMciatioa sUods 
for all that la good and progrtMrive. 
lu aims may summed up as tbe 



general uplift of the deaf. It edu- 
cates the public about tbe deaf and 
their education, their capabilities 
and successes. It opposes what is 
detrimental and encourages what Is 
beneficial. Bvery deaf man and 
woman should take a deep interest 
in Its activities, and if possible be 
present at conventions and partici- 
pate in tbe deliberations. Bvery 
member is accorded equal rights, 
and can talk and vote, and tbe most 
diffident Is entitled to every privilege 
that tbe greatest bigh-brow is allow- 
ed. 

Here in New York there will be 
a meeting of the deaf at Wadleigh 
High School, at ii4tb Street be- 
tween 7tb and 8th Avenues, on 
the evening of Saturday, November 
8th. All who can should go, and 
all who go should become members 
— that is, those who are not already 
members, for tbe meeting is open 
to all, and anyone can get in and 
come away without having his 
purse taxed. Those who join now 
will be entitled to every privilege 
at the Detroit Convention in 
August, 1920.
